weeks ago. 
Lloyd was arrested last night in 
Huntsville by J. M. West, who has 
been working on the case. 
Efforts 
are being made to identify ti» youth, 
who strenuously denies any implica­ 
tion in the tragedy. 
Relatives of the defendant were to 
arrive here during 
the 
day 
from 
Huntsville and it was expected that 
they would launch an immediate fight 
to regain his liberty. 
Officer West has been at work on 
the Bryant case for sometime and has 
followed a number of 1 clues. 
Last 
night he went to Huntavftle and Lloyd 
was placed under arreat while attend­ 
ing a performance at a moving pic­ 
ture theatre there. 
In a statement to newspaper men, 
Lloyd insisted that he had been in tl» 
employe of the Buford Construction 
company “off and on” 
for 
several 
years and that he was-’Working for 
them at the time of the Bryant trag­ 
edy and for several days thereafter. 
Mr. Bryant was shot down in his 
store on East Market street on Feb­ 
ruary 20, when he attempted to pre­ 
vent a young white bandit from raid­ 
ing the cash drawer. He was attack­ 
ed also by the bandit with a meat 
cleaver and, though given every medi­ 
cal attention at the Benevolent hos­ 
pital, where he had been rushed, he 
died within a few days as a result 
of his wounds. 
After threatening to “meet in h—” 
any who might follow him, the bandit 
is said to have jumped into a Ford 
coupe and to have driven rapidly away 
In the direction of the Bee Line high­ 
way.

Arnold believed that had he been able 
to carry out his plans for the betray­ 
al of America, the Revolutionary war

Benedict Arnold,” the letter follows: 
“Humbly sheweth that your Memo- 
rlal st influenced by sentiments of 
loyalty to the King and attachment 
to the British Constitukm has sacri­ 
ficed a handsome property in America 
ind prospects that were, 
extremely 
flattering, and at the most eminent 
iazard of his life co-operated 
with 
3 r Henry Clinton, 
Commander-in- 
Chief of the British Army in Amer­ 
en, but h * intentions and measures 
being discovered, before they could 
be brought to the happy issue which 
promised to put a favorable end to 
<he War in America, he was so for- 
■ unate as to escape from the Ameri­ 
cans, and having joined the British 
\rm y at New York he exerted him- 
ieli in raising a Provincial Corps at 
x very great expense to himself* and 
officers, under the idea and promise 
hat his Corps (called the American 
Legion), should be put on the estab- 
ishment when completed. But hav- 
ng raised about our hundred men, his 
officers were, (for reasons unknown 
o him) prevented by the Commander 
n Chief from completing their num­ 
bers. 
“Your .memorialist begs leave to ob~ 
ierve that a number of Provincial 
Jorps (without any greater claim to 
oerit than bis, and other Corps) have 
>een put on the Brit.sh Establlsh- 
lient through the interest of their

have sacrificed their property } by 
joining the KinjfB army) that you will

est will be used to have his Corps 
put on the British Establishment, that 
«s officers may have some reeom- 
pence for their exertions and the sac­ 
rifices which they have made, and 
that 
an adequate provision, 
by 
some appointment, or other reward 
may be made for his losses, and the 
sacrifices which he has made in pro­ 
moting the interest of this country 
—and your Memorialist as in duty 
bound will ever pray.”
